A MODEST REQUEST 
The most frugal congressman will find it 
hard to quarrel wUh one Item In the Prcsl- 
dcnl'3 1940 budget. That is the modest retjucit 
for $24,000,000 for ship construction, and 
$15,300,000 for contract niilhorlzatlori. 

Those figures look even more modest be- 
side the billions nsked for other branches of 
national defense. Wc any "other" because It la 
(tenerally accepted that a .ihlpbUIIdlnR Indus- 
try and a modern, adequate merchant marine 
are Important to our safety. 

The President sold that scarcity of steel, 
surplus war-built tonnage, and "uncertainties 
regarding the future, economic requlrement-i 
for shipping" prompted hl.i dccl-slon. He does 
not think ■ that the maritime commission 
ahould start any construction now without 
contracts for sale to private operators. 

In this. Mr. Truman goes farther than the 
atatc department In Its analysis of Europi 
aid rctjulrements. Even on the Marshall plan's 
homtp grounds It Is felt that our maritime 
position, especially in the passenger field. Is 
"unlmprc5.5lve." The department recommends 
that European shlpbulldlnjt be'dcferrcd after 
ships now under construction or contract are 
finished. ^. 

The Keller committee. Truman's advisory 
group, proposed a "modest .itart" on eight U. 
S. passenger ships In fiscal '48. and a hjg con- 
struction program for the next thr« years 
at a cost of about $150,000,000 a year. But no 
atart has been made on the 1048 program, and 
It Is too late to make one before the fiscal 
year ends. So Mr. Tniman'a recommendation. 
In effect, puts the 1048 program Into 1940. 

The maritime commission now has almost 
$90,000,000 for ship construction. And there 
are passenger lines with approved plans for 
new ships, and money In the bank. 

The operators say they could got ships built 
In foreign yards for half or le.-a what they 
would cost here. Diit that wouldn't help 
American shlpbulldltiK, and besides' they 
wouldn't be able to get an operational subsidy. 
So theyHvant a 50 per cent construction sub- 
sidy. 

The commission Is permitted to grant a 50 
per cent subsidy If It can be shown that thn 
-difference between American and foreignV 
construction costs Is really that much. They 
think the difference Is nearer 40 per cent. 
There the matter rests. 

The United States still hns only one first- 
class passenger ship to compete with foreifin 
luxury liners. There are only 30 pa.';scnRer 
vessels remaining of the 113 operating under 
the American flag In December, 1041. In spite 
of war-bullt surplus, there Is a shortage of 
tankers and fast cargo .■ihlp.'i.

J. E, Hnye.-;. pioneer Twin FiilLs engineer, 
has submitted substantial evidence In the 
case which Is belnR built up nRaln.st hlRh 
BnsoUno price; In thl.^ vicinity. 

On a recent H.OOO-mlle niitoinoblle trip 
which took Mr. nnd Mr.^. Hnye.s throtiRh 31 
states, from Ma.i.'iachu.'ietL'i to tlie Gulf of 
Mexico and from Baltimore to San Fran- 
cisco, he kept n detailed record of hh gaso- 
line purchases from OD illffcrcnt service sta- 
tions scattered over the country. 

It will be no particular .surprl.'^e for the 
reader to learn that Tw'in Fnlls topped the 
list In high gasoline priccs-a que.stlonabli 
rdputatlon for which thLn .section of Idaho 
has received no little criticism. 

In Mr. Hayes' own words In a letter to the 
editor of the TIme.s-News: "We ii.sed .only 
the one grade of sasollnc— the best cthyL 
You win note that wo passed through thi 
same towns on different dates and that there 
was a change In price— always upward. The 
lowest cost was at Benedict, Kans.," 20c per 
Rallon. and the hlghe.U was at Twin FaJls. 
31.5c and 32.5c (when they left and when 
they returned)". 

Mr. and Mr.-;. Hayes used 82S Rallons of 
gasoline on their trip at an actual cost of 
5221.37. In this connection It Is Interesting 
to speculate a bit. Had they purchased^all of 
their fins at Twin Falls, It would have cost 
them $200,82. On the other hand, had they 
purchased It at Benedict, Kan., they would 
have spent only $105.60— a, saving of nearly 
5100! Even at the average price they paid for 
gasoline. It would have cost them approx- 
imately $50 less than at Twin FalLi. 
„And.that_l3_flgtirlng_Twln Falls Easollne 
■ prices as of Oct. 1947, when they left on their 
trip. If their gasoline hill were to be com- 
puted at present Twin- Falls prices, It ■would 
total $200.10, which Is approximately $9 more 
than at the price basis used for this com- 
parison. 

No wonder the local people arc complain- 
ing about paying highest prices year In and 
year out. No wonder It- gives Idaho & black 
eye with the traveling public. And all the 
more reason why we should fight this thing 
through until we get some relief. 

With refineries as nearby as Parco, Wyo., 
Salt Lake City and Pocalcllo, It's difficult to 
understand why Idaho continues to have tho 
highest gojollne prices In the country.
